ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MEDICAL OFFICER 


OF HEALTH FOR 1966 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to submit my Annusl Report for the year 1968. 


Speculation concerning the future of the Health Service is not yet 
at an end and although the first Green Paper incurred widespread 
criticism by its proposed large areas controlled by a single Board this 
Green Paper, Mark I, served its intended purpose of promoting debate. 


What has transpired is that there is considerable support for a 
unified Health Service under a two tier system of some 200 district 
committees in England and Wales based on one or more district hospitals 
who would deal with day to day administration. Above them a second 
tier of about 20 regional authorities to deal with finance and staffing. 
This proposal will be embodied in Green Paper Mark IT. 


The British Medical Association has recorded its opposition to the 
transfer of the administration and financing of this unified service to 
Local Authorities, either in their existing or any modified form, which 
would subject the Health Services "to the fluctuating and conflicting 
pressures of local government". Such form of administration would 
leave the Health Service open to competing demands for finance with, for 
example, Highways or any grandiose scheme of an Education Committee and 
the capacity of Local Authorities to raise money could lead to unequal 
development of the Health Service in different areas. 


The estimated mid-year population of the Rural District was 18,610. 
There were 195 live births in 1968 and in the same period there were 
295 deaths. 


The corrected Birth Rate of 12.4 per 1,000 population is a continu- 
ation of the decline over the past number of years and is the lowest 
rate yet recorded in this district. 


There were 3 still—births and 4 infants died in their first year of 
life.

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162 or 55% of all deaths occurred after the age of 75 years and in the 
circumstances it is not surprising that half of the total deaths were caused 
by disease of the heart and circulation. < 

The number of deaths from Lung Cancer is the highest we have yet recorded 
in the District. These are not only deaths among old people but there 
is an increasing number of deaths among younger people who still have sub= 
stantial responsibilities to their families. In Britain to-day cigarette 
smoking is one of the greatest health problems and some 50,000 deaths each 
year are attributable to this form of drug dependance.

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Apart from a number of cases of measles the Rural District had a further 
year of comparative freedom from infectious diseases. 


Measles Vaccine was not available in sufficient quantity until the end 
of May by which time the epidemic had reached its peak, so immunisation could 
have little appreciable effect.. Howéver it wiil be of interest to 
assess the full value of the vaccine in 1970. As measles tends to have 
a biennial incidence there probably would be comparatively few cases in 1969 
even if the vaccine had not been introduced.

During the year the Mobile Radiography Unit visited only one village in 
the District, namely Gimingham, where a total of 32 people were x-rayed. 
One case was referred to the Chest Clinic for further investigation and was 
diagnosed as a benign thyroid enlargement. 


PREVENTION OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE 


The following data relates to Norfolk Area 2 which comprises of Cromer 
Urban District, Sheringham Urban District and Erpingham Rural District. 


B.C.G. VACCINATION 


This vaccine is offered to children over the age of 12 years as a 
protection against tuberculosis.

Number found negative and vaccinated = 149 
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A positive reaction following the skin test may indicate the presence 
of tuberculosis or that a patient did at some time have this disease. The 
reaction may also be positive if at sometime in earlier life the patient 
had been given B.C.G. vaccine and this was the case in one of the school 
children who produced a positive reaction. In neither case was there 
any evidence of active disease. 


This very small number of positive reactions is an encouraging result 
as it indicates a continued decline in the incidence of this disease in 
this area over the past years. 


With modern treatment methods the fatality rate of tuberculosis has 


been low for many years the number of cases which did continue to arise 
had not declined at anything like the same rate.

The best age at which to vaccinate children is towards the end of the 
first year or in the second year of life, and it is estimated that of 325 
children reaching the age of two years in 1968, 287 had been protected, i.e. 
126 under the age of 1 year being vaccinated in 1966, 146 at the age of 7 
year in 1967, and 15 at the age of 2 years in 1968. 


This is an 88% protection rate.

By the end of 1968 a total of 351 children born in 1967 had received 
the primary course of 3 doses, which is estimated as an almost 100% coverage 
of this age group. 113 children born in 1968 (36.5% of that age-group) had 
also been vaccinated by the end of the year. A high protection rate has 
been maintained for several years, it being nine years since the last 
reported case of poliomyelitis in the Area. 
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* The figure of 91 in 1965 includes 52 cases which occurred ae the Black~ 
burn epidemic.

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By the end of 1968 317 children born in 1967 (90% of that age-group) 
had received the primary course of immunisation, whilst 177 children born 
in 1968 (37.8% of the age-group) had also been protected. 


633 children of school age received either primary or booster doses 
of the vaccines. 


Diphtheria, as a result of widespread immunisation is now almost a 
disease of the past but there has not been the same dramatic reductions 
in the number of cases of Pertussis (Whooping Cough). There has been 
a marked reduction in the severity of this disease. 


TETANUS IMMUNISATION 


Protection against tetanus is given either by means of the single 
‘tetanus toxoid, or in combination with diphtheria and whooping cough 
immunisation.

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A good rate of protection was maintained and 828 school children 
received either primary or reinforcing immunisations. 


The Department of Health, in 1968, recommended that, following the 
primary tetanus immunisations course in infancy eee with diphtheria 
and pertussis) a diphtheria/tetanus booster be given at school entry with 
a tetanus booster to be given at school leaving age, when a booster dose 
of the Poliomyelitis vaccination should also be given. 


33 employees at a local mushroom factory received primary or reinforcing 
doses of the tetanus vaccine during 1968. 


MEASLES VACCINATION 


In March 1968, the Ministry of Health approved arrangements for the 
vaccination of susceptible children from the ages of 1 to 15 years (i.e. 
those not already protected by previous vaccination or an attack of the 
disease itself). Initially the programme covered children in the age=- 


group 1 —- 7 years, it being extended to the 15 year olds later in the year. 


By the end of the year the following had been vaccinated.

CERVICAL CYTOLOGY 


The Clinic under the auspices of the Family Planning Association 


continued at the Local Health Office, Cromer. During the year examin= 
ations for Cervical Cancer were carried out. No cases of malignant disease 
were found. Cervical smears can now of course be taken at family 


doctors surgeries. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS OF THE HEALTH SERVICE FOR 1968 


For the purpose of carrying out the services provided by the Norfolk 
County Council under the National Health Service Act of 1946, the Cromer 
Urban District, the Sheringham Urban District and the Erpingham Rural District 
are combined to form County Area No. 2. These services include midwifery, 
the care of mothers and young children, vaccination and immunisation, home 
nursing, mental health, prevention of illness (care and after=care) home 
helps and ambulance service. 


Maternity and Child Welfare 


The district is served by thirteen District Nurse/Midwives, many of whom 
are also qualified Health Visitors. Cromer and Sheringham and the area 
between also enjoy the services of a full-time Health Visitor, whilst a 
second full—time health visitor now covers Holt and certain villages in the 
west of the Area.

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The Clinic at Sheringham on the first Tuesday and at Cromer on the 
first Thursday of each month is attended by the Medical Officer. The 
Medical Officer also attends the Clinic each month at Gimingham, Mundesley 
and Matlaske. 


General Welfare 


Mr. G.R.Armstrong, Area Welfare Officer for Area No. 2 retired on the 
30th November 1968, his place being taken with effect from ist December 
1968 by Mr. E.G.Hubbard. 


Mr. Hubbard and his Assistant, Mr. E.B.Stewardson, administer the mental 
and general welfare services in the district, and are available for inter— 
views ats=

Sheringham Sheringham U.D.C. Office 2 - 2.30 pom. Tuesday 
Holt Shirehall, Tower Street 12 noon —- 12.30 pom Friday. 


Home Help Service 


This service is administered in the Area No. 2 by the Area Welfare 
Officer, in liaison with the Assistant Home Help Organiser for the Area. 
During 1968 a total of 239 cases were assisted, of whom 96 received 
continuous help throughout the year. The majority of cases were in the 
aged, sick or infirm category. 


At the end of the year 94 home helps were working in the Area.

7 Introduction 


During the year the staff of the Public Health Department was as 
follows:= 


Mr. A.G.Mills — Additional Public Health Inspector 
Miss M.J.Phoenix — Shorthand Typist 


Like most years this was an unspectacular one in terms of dramatic 
occasions or achievements. 


It was marked, however, by a steady volume of work in the important 
fields of food hygiene, housing, refuse collection and disposal, and the 
improvement of the working environment in offices, shops and factories. 


Complaints on a wide variety of subjects continued to take up consider— 
able time in investigation. There is evidence that the general public 
is becoming increasingly critical of substandard practices and behaviour. 
This is manifested by the growing number of complaints concerning unhygienic 
practices in shops and thoughtless actions in connection with waste disposal 
generally. 


Whilst individuals may be very conscious of other peoples’ shortcomings 
it is unfortunately only too true that where the public congregate, as in 
such holiday districts as ours, their overall standard of behaviour tends 
to drop, often bordering on the deplorable. 


2 Refuse Collection and Disposal 


The Bonus Incentive Scheme continued to operate satisfactorily. Checks 
on the routes showed that in some instances the number of new properties 
was such as to take the daily figures over the ‘target’ figures set by the 
Consultants. It was possible, however, to make necessary minor adjust- 
ments to the routes. 


Costs have been stabilised for nearly four years but the increasing 
number of new properties being built in the district will mean a fairly 
comprehensive review of the scheme within the next twelve months. 


Difficulties were encountered in the collection of refuse from the 
caravan, camping and chalet sites during the summer months. It was 
therefore decided to end the practice of employing casual labour for this 
particular task and take on an additional permanent employee. 


Arising from this it was also decided to introduce a special free 
collection service for bulky refuse, trade refuse to be continued as a 
chargeable collection. Although the new service was not due to start 
until 1969 there was every indication that such a collection would be wel- 
comed. 


Under the provisions of the Civic Amenities Act the Council could no 
longer charge for the reception of domestic refuse at Gresham Tip for dis= 
posal. This resulted in a substantial increase in the amount of refuse 
received. Trade refuse is still subject to the standard charge of 2/6 
per load and arrangements have been made with a local contractor for the 
free collection of derelict cars. 


The growing volume of refuse is giving rise to certain difficulties in 
collection and will probably necessitate further thought in the not too 
distant future. 
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It is perhaps worth recording that the Council operate a weekly collec- 
tion service to over 7,000 properties with 3 vehicles and 9 men. This 
is possible with the conscientious working of the collectors who continue 
to give loyal and cheerful service to both the Council and Ratepayers. 


Gratitude must also be expressed to the two private garages who maintain 
the Council's vehicles and without whose understanding and co-operation the 
service would often suffer. 


The net cost of refuse collection and disposal for the year ending 37st 
March 1969 was £20,293 or approximately 5d. per week per head of population. 


The income from trade refuse for the same period was £255. Other 
incomes raised total receipts to £982. 8. 10, 


A total of 559 visits were made during the year in connection with refuse 
collection and disposal services. 


3___ Meat Inspection 


During the year 209 cattle, 4 calves, 363 pigs and 490 sheep were in- 
spected at the two private slaughterhouses within the rural district. A 
total of 1 ewt. 47 lbs. of meat was rejected as being unfit for human con= 
sumption. 


The individual butchers concerned buy good class meat and this is 
reflected in the low percentage of rejected meat. 


A total of 128 visits were made in connection with meat inspection and 
slaughterhouse hygiene during the year. 


It was not possible to carry out regular poultry inspection although 
periodic visits were made to slaughtering establishments in the district to 
see that hygiene requirements were beirg met. 


4 Rodent Control 


The work of rodent control in the district is undertaken by the Council's 
part-time Rodent Operator who also acts as relief driver/loader/operator on 
the refuse collection and disposal vehicles. 


Because of these other duties it is only possible to deal with complaints 
and carry out periodic treatments of the refuse tip and sewage disposal works. 
No routine inspections are made. 


_ During the year a total of 282 inspections of all kinds was made with 
274 premises being treated. Of these 260 were domestic and business 
properties and 8 agricultural units. 


5 __ Caravans and Camping 


Regular inspections were made of all the licensed caravan and camping 
sites and it is pleasing to note that, with one exception, licence conditions 
were being complied with. 


As with camps of this kind standards of accommodation are apt to vary 
from site to site. Unfortunately legislation can only require the pro=- 
vision of buildings and facilities. It would be difficult to legislate 
for standards of construction, and whilst some operators have provided the 
basic facilities without any frills others have attained a high standard of 
constructional finish. Presumatily the holidaymaker gets what he pays 
for and accepts his own standard of construction and hygiene but there would 
appear to be a case tor the introduction of a Code of Practice for caravan 
and camping sites setting out desirable standards of construction and 
decoration as opposed to minimum legielative requirements. 
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Complaints are regularly received of touring caravans using heathland 
and lay-byes for over-night stopping and it is pleasing to record the 
opening of a most attractive private site for 150 touring caravans in the 
Overstrand area. 


Two successful prosecutions were taken in respect of land being used 
for caravanning purposes without the necessary site licences being obtained. 
A fine of £10 was made in each case. 


There appears to be no slackening in the demand for tenting accommodation 
and extra provision for this type of holidaymaker is undoubtedly required 
in the North Norfolk area. 


A total of 210 visits were made to caravan and camping sites in the 
district. 


6 Food Inspection 


Twenty-eight visits were made specifically to inspect unsound food and 
a total of 415¢lbs. of food was rejected as being wnfit for human consump— 
tion. 


a Food Inspection and Food Hygiene 


Steady progress was made in the inspection of food premises, including 
catering and manufacturing concerns. Like many other aspects of public 
health work increasing emphasis is being made on the educational rather than 
the legislative approach and there is a need to devote much more time and 
energy to explaining basic principles of food hygiene to food handlers. 


In an attempt to achieve this a circular was sent to 39 of the larger 
types of food businesses in the district offering to meet their staffs - 
outside normal working hours if necessary - for informal discussions on food 


handling practices and hygienic standards generally. Only one management 
accepted this offer and a short talk and discussion were held with the 6 
employees concerned. This clearly shows that the initiative to raise 


the standard of food hygiene must come from the local authority. 


Housewives too, can ally themselves with the Public Health Inspector if 
only they would be a little more vocally critical of unhygienic practices 
in shops. It is no use complaining to the Public Health Department unless 
they are prepared to criticise the employee who licks his finger to pick up 
the paper to wrap the cakes in or wears a filthy apron in the butchers shop. 


With the vast summer increase in population more time should be spent 
on supervising food preparation, storage and sale at the numerous premises 
along the coastal strip but pressure of other duties does not allow this. 


A total of 152 visits were made to food premises. 


8 Complaints 


Of the 112 complaints received during the year 47 were considered to 
have been justified and the necessary action was taken to try and secure 
an abatement of the unsatisfactory conditions found. 


A total of 182 visits were made in connection with complaints. 


9___ Housing 

During the year an outline survey was carried out to assess the housing 
conditions in the district. This showed that some 528 properties 
were suitable for improvement and that 44 were in such a condition as to 


warrant formal action under the Housing Acts. A detailed survey could 
possibly increase these figures. : 
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The Council considered the question of compulsory improvements, 
particularly in relation to 10 houses in Mundesley, but decided by a majority 
vote not to proceed with this aspect of the housing legislation. 


Whilst compulsion is understandably a difficult step to take it does seem 
that many cottages will remain in a substandard condition unless some form 
of persuasion is brought to bear on their owners to carry out improvements. 


One complaint was received regarding dirty and substandard holiday 
accommodation and found, on investigation, to have an element of justification. 


Such complaints are, unfortunately, received every year and although not 
an easy matter there is a need for local authorities to have greater control 
over such accommodation. Legislative standards would be welcome but if 
not forthcoming then a Code of Recommended Standards could do much to 
achieve a levelling up of substandard accommodation. 


One Certificate of Disrepair was issued. 


During the year 416 visits were made in connection with ease matters 
generally. 


10 Water Supply 


The Water Department carries out its own sampling of the Council's mains 
supply. 


A total of 26 bacteriological samples were taken from private sources 
during the year. Of these 20 were unsatisfactory. Private swimming 
pools were sampled regularly. 


In all cases where unsatisfactory results were obtained the necessary 
advice was given. 


Altogether 43 visits were made in connection with water supplies and 
sampling.

Orly 5visits were made in connection with the provision of sanitary 
accommodation for agricultural workers. 


From observations it would appear that most employers provide some form 
of sanitary accommodation for workers in the fields, albeit in a primitive 
form. 


In this connection I can only repeat what I said last year. Although 
the District Council is only responsible for ensuring the provisions of 
sanitary accommodation for agricultural workers, it is equally important, 
particularly where soft fruit is concerned, that washing facilities be 


provided for the use of workers. It is a legislative inconsistency that 
the duty for seeing that the latter facility is provided rests with officers 
of the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food. I have no evidence 


that Ministry officials have visited any premises in the district, and 
there is surely a case here for rationalising procedure so that one authority 
is responsible for enforcing this divided legislation. 


12 Common Lodging Houses 


There are no Common Lodging Houses within the rural district. 


There are no liquid egg pasteurisation plants in the rural district.
